We are not questioning the quali- 
fications of the present officers. In 
fact, we strongly hrlicvc that with a 
] it t It more cooperation on the part ol 
the candidates and other people as- 
sociated with the SC that something 
good could posshih come out ol this 
mess. Congress President haleigh 
Lane and the members of his staff 
worked hard to set up this campaign 
onl\ to have it torn up by a lot of ir- 
responsible students who for some 
reason or other decided to run for 
office. We are quite aware of the fact 
that there were candidates running 
for the* sole purpose of helping their 
fellow students and the University, 
hut we feel they are in the minority. 

We also suspect that many stu- 
dents ran because their sorority or 
fraternity forced them into the po- 
sition in order to control their votes. 
This type individual is often referred 
to as a Rubber Stamp Candidate, 
.nd there are always those who run 
ust so they can add another office 
. iter their name. 

At times Wednesday the polls 
!; oked more like a three-ring circus 
tnan a voting place as students were 
c. inpaigning inside the restricted 
voting areas. In other cases students 
\\ ere actually being told for whom to 
\nte while filling out their ballots, 
in other instances the poll managers 
themselves were guilty of violating 
j dl regulations. At a booth inside the 
I urnalism Building, a candidates 
i one which had been omitted from 
he ballot was posted above the vot- 



ing table, \nnrttmeing his candidacy 
f oi office is qintr understandable, but 
the particular candidate also suggest- 
ed on the sign that a vote be cast in 
his behalf. The sign hung in plain 
view of the poll managers. 

Holes were being violated con- 
tinuously, but even more distressing 
is that no one seemed to really care. 
In fact after the polls were closed 
onl\ one member of ()1)K showed up 
to count the ballots and he only stayed 
a lew minutes. Other C)I)K members 
who were scheduled to help with the 
counting failed to even appear. It 
sure looks as though there should be 
a little more organization in the sen- 
ior men s honorary, but apparently 
there isn't. The members of Mortar 
Board, senior womens honorary, were 
ready and willing to handle their 
share of the counting but they 
couldn't handle the job alone. 

The tabulating was stopped at 
10:30 pan. Wednesday and was not 
resumed until 6 pan. yesterday, l or 
reasons other than gross irresponsi- 
bility, it escapes us as to why this 
lapse was allowed. It was the obli- 
gation of the two organizations so 
designated to tally the ballots to ful- 
fill this duty. Why they failed to do 
so is a question which needs to be 
answered. 

This election was supposed to be 
the epitome of success.

As to 
placing the blame for such a farcical 
display, the Kernel feels it can be 
placed on no other shoulders than 
those who knowingly violated the very 
regulations to which they supposedly 
subscribed. It is only unfortunate that 
the candidates who were sincere in 
their endeavors and who did abide by 
the voting regulations should be pe- 
nalized for the underhanded tactics 
of a few. This will certainly happen 
should the election be invalidated.

The H-Bomb fs Not The Answer 



Editor s Note: The following article 
appealed in the Aug. 20. edition 
ol tin* Congressional Record. It 
consists ol remarks made by Hon. 
Eile Cocke Jr. in a sermon deliv- 
ered to a church group in Mary- 
land. 

It is a sad commentary that in our 
society today doing good is not con- 
sidered news. The yardstick of news 
these days is the* evil that men can 
perpetrate. The bigger the commun- 
ity. the more violent is this yardstick. 

Our greatest national problem to- 
day is not the* 11-bomb. It is not Com- 
munist Russia. It is not the space* mis- 
sile gap. It is not racial unrest. It is 
the cancer ol moral decay eating at 
our nation’s vitals. 

This cancer is slowly but surely 
destroying every traditional American 
virtue whether it be religious, patri- 
otic, ethical, economic, moral, or 
political. 

On one hand we have divorced the 
modern American from the rewards 
of his efforts through our all-devour- 
ing tax system. On the other hand 
we have divorced this same citizen 
from the penalties ol his nouefforts 
by the grow ing paternalism of a wel- 
fare state. 

Perhaps the threat ot the ll-homh 
hanging over our collective heads day 
and night posing the* instant cremation 
ol the human race has accelerated the 



loss of all true oldfashioned values. 
We are today living only fot the pres- 
ent. We are not living today tor 
what we can contribute to the tree 
American way of life but for what 
we can get out ol it. We are nearing 
the bottom of the barrel because we 
cannot, either as individuals or as a 
nation continue to live beyond our 
means and forever defer the pay- 
ment of the credit charges with which 
we have mortgaged our future. 

We are living in America today in 
the maddest pursuit ol pleasure ever 
known to man on this earth. There 
is nothing like it anywhere else in 
this world. The gratification ot every 
selfish whim seems today to be the 
all-absorbing passion of our people. 
The only power ol indignation we 
have left is resentment mer any in- 
terference with our enjoyment of lilt*. 

No wonder we are getting soft 
physically. No wonder we make a 
poor showing against Communist ath- 
letes in the Olympic sports. 

Because the almighty dollar 
greases our pursuit ol selfish pleas- 
ures, we are concentrating on the 
chase of money. Possession of a big 
bank account is what counts today. 
It isn't how you got your million. To- 
day what counts is have you got it? 
11 you have it you are socially ac- 
ceptable— by that I mean we no 
longer turn our backs on people w ith 



tainted money— we no longer care 
whether the character with the dough 
got it robbing widows and orphans, 
or a bank, or swindling bis neighbors 
or stealing from his employer or cheat- 
ing Uncle Sam. 

We give a lot of lipservicc to fight- 
ing communism. But bow many of us 
today have the moral courage to turn 
our backs on individuals who have 
known records of consorting with the 
Beds? How many of us boycott shows 
whose scripts are written by authors 
who have taken the fifth amendment 
when quizzed about their Commun- 
ist affiliations? How many of us ac- 
cept as a literary bibles book reviews 
done by known fellow travelers and 
parlor pinks? 

We haven’t got the courage to 
stand up and be counted against the 
followers of the Communist line. For 
my part I don’t want any dealing of 
any kind with anyone who gives first 
allegiance to some foreign govern- 
ment while posing as an American 
citizen.

The bulwarks of our freedom must 
first be erected in American minds. 
II the Communists can demolish these 
bulwarks in American minds, what 
good are our Army, our Navy, our 
Air Force, our Marine Corps? Our 
missileers? 

We have made life too pleasurable 
in America .it the cost ot our Spartan 
manhood. Where else but here can a 
17-year-old youth boast of a con- 
vertible, a hi-fi set, a portable TV, 
and a girl? No wonder be cannot 
stand the thought of giving up even 
one minute oi such a pleasurable lib* 
to accept the highest obligation of 
American citizenship— that of hearing 
arms in defense oi our freedoms. No 
wonder that when the Selective Serv- 
ice System puts its linger on such a 
youth he appears Indore his draft 
board to explode indignantly, “Why 
pick on mt ?

If so, what 
will be the effects on America? 

A. It is almost certain that 
Britain will join the Common Mar- 
ket.

If there are any blocks, it 
will come from France, where De 
Gaulle is attempting to run Europe. 

As you well know, Britain's en- 
try into the Common Market will 
have tremendous political implica- 
tions.
